our enimiesaithe rents that they han in our Land, & 
what ever they may robbe or ſtcalof the Kings Liege 
men,vet may notour King puniſh by o farthinge NE: 
farthing worth. Alfo bythis ground of Friers thowgh _ 
Monks or Friers,or other Ciatks whzteuer they bene 
ilayne Lords tenants,the Kings Liege men, 8 og 
Lords wyues,yeathe Queene {thar God forbede) o 
the Empireſſe;yet the King maie not puniſh them by 
o farthing, Alloir ſuerh plainly.thar men cleped mE 
of ho! y Church, may dwel'in this landat therliking,&. 
doc whatkinne fione&,wharkinne treaſon liketh hem, 
andnatheiesthe King maynorpunith ne in remporal 
£0045, ne in theirbooy ; lth ithe may notpuniſh 
them 12 tie lefle, he majenotin the more:and alſo 


tey maken one of them ſelfe King, and lo no {ecular 
B Lord 
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Ford maie lec hin: roconqueral Secular Lordſhip in 
this earth,and ſothey mais {lea al Lords & Ladies, & 
there blowd and affinitie with ante paine in this life, or 
in bodie or in cartte!. Yee Lo: ds {:erh and 'vnderſtonds 
eth with what puniſhing they deſerne tobe chaſtiſed, 
that thus vnvarly & wrongfully,han damned you for 
hereticks,tor as much as you Jon execution & right= 
wilneſles by Gods law and mans,and namelie of the 
Kings regalie, For the chicf Lordihippe in this londof 
al Temporalties both of ſecular men & Religious pers 
taine tothe King of his general gouerning;forels; hee 
were notKingofal England,bur of alittel part therof. 
Therfore the men that byſten them to take awaie this 
Lord:hip fro the King,as don Friers & there fautours 
in this point bene ſharper enemies and traitours,than. 
French men andal othernations. Alloir pertainerh to 
the King the while a Biſhop or ani Abbots ſee is void, 
to haue in his handal Temporalties,and at his owne 
wilto yeue them fo Prelars; therfore the King maie 
takeavaiethele Temporalties from Prelats,whan law 
ful cauſe excitith. Allo the king owght graunt no man 
i:eedome to doo [innear treſpaſle,but totake awaic 
te fredome;but men of the Church had free licence 
to tieſpalle if the king might nor bereuether Tempo» 
ralties,when they ſinneden.greevouſly. Ando Saint 
Paulceacherth that eche man be fubiect cotheir Pos 
teltates,forthere is noe power but of God, andtho 
things that bene of God bene ordained, & fo they that 
withitonderh power withſtondeth Gods ordinance, 
For whie?Zrinces benenota dredd of g90d works,out 
of £uil. But wilt thow not dread apower,d:ic good , & 
tho:

chow ſhalt haue preyſingtherofthatis of him thatis 
ordainedin the higheſtate,for keis Gods miniſteror 
{crvantto the in good;but if thou haue done euil,than 
dread,for he bearcth the ſword not without caule,, for 
he 1s Gods feruant vengere in wrath to him that doth 
euil,andrherefore by needor ofneed, beyee ſubie&t 
or vnYgerlout not onlic for wrath, bur allo of colcience.

the kings power, For S*.Paul that puttethal men in 
ſubiection to kings,out taketh neuer ene,and {o Secu- 
far power oweth and is bound to puniſh by juſt paine 
of his {word,that is wordlypower,tyrants rebelling a- 


gainſt God,and treipaſling againſt man.by what kind | 


treſpaſſe,andthatis more to chaſtiſe his ſubie&tes by 


paine and torment of there budy:and nudrede, much 


more he maie puniſh thEby taking awaie of ther tem- 
poraltics,that 1s Jaſſe than bodily paine:therfor Secur 
lar Lerds done this rightfully,fith this is done'by com» 
mandement of the Apoſtle,and by ordinance of God 
and herfore it is plainc'of theſe reaſons &!auQorities, 
and Secular Lords maie leuefullic and medefully , in 
manic cales taken awaic Temporall goods youen to 
menofrhe Church.

Thethird Article «thu; thatboth Tythes and Of- 
fring; bene youen and paicd,andreccijued by rhat en: 
tent, towhichentent both Gods Jaw &'the Popes law

Gods law,& the Popes law ordainen that they tboul- 
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denbewithdrawen. This axing is reaſonable, for ma* 
ny {kils:for the eat: of the maker ineuerie law ſhould 
be kept,and moſt the entent of God that may not erre, 
Sothely thus faich Gods lawinthe 1, booke of Kings 
that the finoi Helzes chiudre was ful great before God, 
for they withdrawen m2n frofacrifice of. God , taking 
by (trengrth or violence that part of che facriiice, that 
pertained tothe Prieſt'& God caith afterwarde [ ſpea- 
king hauc ſpoken,that thine houſe & thy Faders houſe 
ſhould minitter,and ſeruein my 112ht evermore, bur 
now Godſaith;be that thing far tro me, but'who cuer 
ſhal worthip me,! thal glorifie them, bur they that de» 
ſpilen me,faich God,ſhal ben vnnable, or without ho. 
nor;of which authioritiett is plaine and open, thatthe 
things that be due to Prieſts, ſhould not bee axed by 
ſtrengrh,by violence or curſing, bur be youen freelie 
withoutenexaCtion or conſtraining , andifthe Prieſt 
be reproued of God for his ſinnes , hee ſhould be put 
or of his office,and the facrifices ſhouldennot be yo+ 
ven to him but taken frohim,as God commandeth irs 
the high Prieſt Hef,andan other crew man walkin;g 10 
Gods waies.as did Samuel,ſhoulden be ordained to re» 
ceiveſuch ſacrifices. Alſoin beginning of Tovze men 
finden thus,whan Prieſts of theTemp!e wenren to cal- 
veren of gold,to honor the for Gods of /eroboam lin 
of Jiracl made,Tebze offride truly al his firit fruits and 
tithes.So thatin the third yeere Tobze muniitcedal his 
titnes to proſelytis,and comelings or guelts, and with» 
droweth them wholie fro the wicked Prieits, andthe 
booke {aith that the Litle Child kept theſe things and 
GLnce luch alter the law of God, Therefore it our Pre- 
lats 
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fats orcther Prieſts whatever they bene, openly blec- 
ked by facrifice of maumetry,as with coveitiſe, that is, 


opecnlic ſacrifice of falſe Gods, andother great {innes, 
as Pride,Symonie,and Manguelling,Glotanie, drun« 
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kennes, and Lecherie; by the ſame {kii tithes andofs - 


{ings ſhould be withdrawen from them by Gods law, 
and bee youen to poore needie men, atenſample of 
rightful Tobze, 
' Allo S. Paul ſpeaking to Timorhe Biſhop, ſaith thus: 
Be we pay with theſe things, it we han lifelode, and to 
be hiled with, And S. Barzard (peaketh thus in this 
matter:whateuerthoutakeſttothee of thine entrage, 
that is Dymes andoffrings beſide ſumplelitelode and 
ſteit clothing, it is not thine,it is theft, ravine ,and ſa- 
ccilege. Whereofit ſueth plainely , thatnot cnlic im- 
ple Prieſts and Curars, but allo Soveraine Curats , as 
Biſhops ſhould not axe there ſubiects by conſtrainin g 
morethan liielode and heling, wlan they done awaic 
a! manner waſt both of monie,and worldlie array. Al- 
ſo Chriſt with his Apoſtles lived moſt poore life, as it 
is knowne by al the vrocelſe ofthe Goſpel, nothing 
chalenging by exaCtion,ne conſtraining but lined (1m. 
lie and {carcelicenough ofalmes freelie, and wilfullie 
*youc:thereforerhey thar pretendenthem to ben prin» 
cipalfollowers of Chriſts ſteps, ſhould |;ue and walke 
as Chriſt did,and fo lead ful poore life taking of things 
freely youen as much as neeCe is, for there oholtly of. 
fice andno more,and therewith bec apaied. Alſothe 
Popes law commandeth in the beſt part the: 'cof, that 
Prieſts open Lechours,takEvo part of portio of o0ods 
ofthe Church, thereloreir is lawfully to pariſheners 
. B. 2 £9 
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to withhold there tithes for open fornication, of there 


Curat,andturnethem into better vie, & mich more 
they may andowen to withdraw there tithes for great 
ſinnes and vpen,as for Symonie, that is herefie,'as the 
Popes law ſaith,and for coucrouines; that is worſhip. 
ping of Gods,as holie writ ſaith, andfor pride, envie, 
oluttonic, anddronkennes fitn both by Gods law and 
mans law God curſeth ſuch n:ens bleſling,& praying's 
25 Sd, Auſlen & S.Gregorie teachen this in many books 
by holte writ andreaſon, 

Allo commonite whan parriſh Churches bene ape 
propredto men of ſingularreligio, firh appropriation 
is made by falſe ſuggeilion that ſuch reJigious men h5 
notenough for lifclode and healjng;burin truth they 
han overmt:h. Allocommonlic fuch Churches bene 


@ppropred by Simonie, as they wittC better them lelte 


paying a great ſumme of wony for ſuch appropriatio, 
if the bencfice be fat . But what man led by reaſon & 
good conlcience ſhoulde paie to ſuch religious men 
uthes and c ffrings gotten by fallenes,leafings, and Si, 

monie.But ſuppoſe that ſuch parcith Churches weren 
lawfullie gotten , yet ſiththey bene ſuperfiu&io ſuch
